Some o f the shipping associations 
in nothern Indiana are ol« l« *r than th« * 
Farm Bureau. All o f them are doing 
good business aiul pay ing the farm er 
all that his sto« *k will bring. S om e­ 
times, w<* meet a man wfio claim s he 
has liecn “ stu'ng" by 
his 
shipping 
association manager, as in one ease 
a man said he was charged tw enty

When we stop to think o f the d e­ 
pressed condition o f agriculture to ­ 
day , I do not believe there is a far 
mer in the entire state or any one

hut who would say we need som e­ 
thing to correct the present situation 
j and improve 
the general condition 
of the basis industry o f our nation, 
s » that the farmer, instead <» f leav 
ng the 
country nml going to 
the 
city hv the thousands and hundreds 
o f thousands 
to 
follow industrial 
occupations, 
not from 
choice but 
because 
they 
can 
better 
support 
them selves and 
fam ilies 
with

labor and investment than has been 
« lone on the farm for a few y ears.

an accurate account o f his income, 
ami ex penses, but goes to the hank 
an« l finds his account is lower or hi* 
notes more numerous than the y ear 
before (and there are men just that 
w ay ), it is the

folly to 
undertak« * to prove to that man that 
his condition is just a think-so-pro- 
position.

So. assum ing that there is som e­ 
thing wrong with the farm, in other 
words, agriculture is sick, h*t us ap ­ 
ply m ethods o f our modern

EMBRACE A 
LONG LIST OF NOTABLE ACHIEVEMENTS 


W hat Indiana Farm. Bureau Fed­ 
eration has done for its members has 
more than proved it> worth. 
What 
the American Farm Bureau Feder­ 
ation has for its members, as a na­ 
tional organization, provides 
only 
additional reasons why the Indiana 
farmer should join his state 
Farm 
Bureau and thus become 
affiliated 
with the national organization. 
The record ui the American Farm 
Bureau Federation for li‘23 i» a re­ 
cord of progress. 
In 
co-operative 
marketing, in transportation, in leg- 
i lation, in organization, iti home and 
community work it lias made strides 
such as no other farm organisation 
ever has made before, and its ad­ 
vance will compare faborably with 
tliai of any organization, regardless 
of type. 
Direct assistance in national 
or 
state marketing has been given 
by 
the American Farm Bureau to pro­ 
jects in twenty-one state. 
It 
has 
made co-operative 
marketing 
the 
leading Farm Bureau project of the 
year and has placed a national mar­ 
keting expert in charge. Its aid lia^ 
been extended in helping the slate; 
to obtain a d e q u a t e and uniform co­ 
operative marketing 
laws, 
supple­ 
menting 
t he 
federal 
co-operative 
marketing act. It has brought to its 
aid and to the aid of 
its 
affiliated 
state marketing groups the sen ices 
of an outstanding legal advisor, 
so 
that co-operative marketing 
assq- 
ciations might be dbmpletelv 
safe­ 
guarded by the laws of the land. 
Marketing ot livestock through the 
National Livestock Prmlueers’ Asso­ 
ciation lias been fostered, with the 
result that six new terminal stations 
were added during the year, bringing 


the total in operation to 
fourteen. 
These co-operative livestock terminal 
that were operating during the first 
five months of the year have done a 
total haziness in excess o4 $37,000,* 
00(1. The average business handled by 
the co-operatives on these markets 
has reached, if not exceeded 9.6 per 
cent of the total sales in these m ar­ 
ket-. Patronage dividends refunded 
during the 
first 
eighteen 
months 
reached #170,000, and these termin­ 
al- now are serving a membership oi 
more than 100,000 livestock produe- 
ers. 
f 
Through a’ specialist in co-opera­ 
tive dairy marketing the 
American 
Farm Bureau Federation nidKl 
in 
setting up, 
or assisted 
otherwise, 
struggling 
co-operative 
marketing 
associations in butter, cheese, milk, 
condensed cream and other 
dairy 
products in 
twelve 
states, 
and 
through the Committee of Nine laid 
the foundation for a National 
Co-' 
operative Dairy Sales Agency. 
It 
backed up the Federated Fruit 
and 
Vegetable Growers, Inc., bringing in­ 
to its circle state and local organi­ 
zations giving the national associa­ 
tion 21,000 grower members with a 
probable annual tonnage of 50.000 
cars. It developed a plan tor m ar­ 
keting potatoes on a commodity bas­ 
is and presented organization plans 
and participated actively in 
cam­ 
paigns in eight states. It developed a 
national plan for marketing onion- 
on the same basis, and participated 
in organizing the ‘Indiana Farm Bur­ 
eau Onion Growrers* Exchange, 
the 
first state unit of the national plan. 
Membership in co-operative^ 
to­ 
bacco marketing organization 
was 
strengthened until now the growers 


of tliis crop have one of the most ef- 
-feetivc co-operative marketing agen­ 
cies in the world. The American Farm 
Bureau Federation called a national 
egg marketing conference at Chica­ 
go, appointed a national egg market­ 
ing committee representing all parts 
of the country and ■perfected prelim­ 
inary plan* looking toward national 
co-operative marketing of eggs and 
poultry products* 
In the south the Federation fur­ 
ther aided 
the 
American 
Cotton 
Growers’ Exchange until now 
that 
exchange embraces twelve 
cotton 
producing states with approximate­ 
ly 219,090 member growers and with 
resultant market 
conditions 
most 
favorable ,to the cotton grower 
It 
urged the storage* locally of 200,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat in the interest 
of orderly marketing and 
opposed 
government price-fixing on wheat and 
other farm products. 


In the field of transportation the 
Americas Farm Bureau Federation 
also has been active and successful. 
It helped obtain a cut of $1,000,000 
in the farm er’s freight bill through 
favorable ruling from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on mixed cars 
of livestock—a fight 
waged 
since 
1920. Saving averages $3 to $5 a ear 
for the farmer. It participated in the 
reduction of the minimum weight on 
hogs in single deck ears from 17,000 
to 1(5,000 pounds 
in ten 
principal 
shipping states and also helped 
to 
obtain the establishment of a 10,000 
pound car minimum on hogs through­ 
out the southeastern states. 
These 
accomplishments 
prevent 
serious 
losses due to overcrowding and ben­ 
efit the farm er in such reduced loss­ 


es and in reduced rates to approxi­ 
mately $400,000 a year. 
Through the transpotration 
de­ 
partment the Farm Bureau alleviat­ 
ed ear shortage 
Which 
at 
times 
reached 176,000 ears daily; 
urged 
the American Railway Association 
to adopt a constructive porgrani 
to 
prevent ear shortage and obtained 
effective co-operation 
through 
the 
car service division. The Farm Bur­ 
eau was the only shipper organiza­ 
tion that sensed the need of 
such 
constructive program. The suggested 
program of the American Farm Bur­ 
eau Federation made a part of the 
American Railway Association pro­ 
gram which 
is 
now 
successfully 
handling the highest ear loadings in 
the history of the United States. 
Further gains were made 
toward 
improving transportation by means 
of the Great 
Lakes-St. 
Lawrence 
Waterway which will be of incalcula­ 
ble benefit to farmers. 
The Farm Bureau co-operated with 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
in working toward an iTidex figure of 
freight rates oil agricultural products 
which will be acceptable to the farm ­ 
er, the trader, and the railroad. 
The American Farm Bureau Fed­ 
eration was the outstanding champ­ 
ion of the intermediate farm credits 
net, which, through twelve 
Federal 
Farm Loan banks gives the»farmers 
ultimate credit reservoir of 
$660,- 
009,000, 
and which, 
in 
the 
few 
months of its operation lias begun 
to help the hard pressed farm er with 
loans totaling more than 
$16,000,- 
000. Twenty-six laws passed by the 
Sixty-seventh Congress favoring the 
farm ers’ interests were initiated or 
championed, which mean more to the 
fanners than all the farm legislation 
of the last decade. 
The Farm Bureau 
established 
a 
close and greatly improved co-opera­ 
tive working relationship with 
thi 
Federal Reserve Banks by obtaining 


appointment 
of 
all 
agriculture l’> 
minded representative 
on 
Federal 
Reserve Board; helped secure the re­ 
vival and extension ot the W.u t ' - 
nance Corporation for the 
present 
year; was the principal backer ot the 
amended Warehouse Act increasing 
facilities for sc< urfiig credit on 
all 
classes of stored agricultural 
pro­ 
ducts when in approved places 
of 
storage, on farms or at concentiu- 
tion points; won the fight tor 
the 
amendments of the 
1 ederal 
T arm 
Loan Act to increase the individual 
farm loan limit from $10,000 to $25,- 
000 extend the working capital of the 
Federal Farm Loans banks by $25,- 
000,000 and the authorization of a 
maximum interest on Federal Farm 
Loan bonds of 5} percent, thereby 
making the bonds more marketable; 
used influence to secure needed ap­ 
propriations for the I . S. 
Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture; urged develop­ 
ment of Muscle Shoals as a possible 
source of cheaper electrdic power 
and fertilizers for farm ers; urged in­ 
clusion in the tarifi law of a flexible 
tariff provision, thereby 
beginning 
a scientific, economic and non-polit­ 
ical tariff system; worked for 
the 
butter standards law which passed 
congress and established an 80 per 
cent butter standard; stood for the 
passage of.the newT Camper-Tincher 
Act placing grain exchanges under 
the supervision of the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture for the preven­ 
tion of injurious speculation in cereal 
food products; won in the fight for 
admission of farm ers’ co-operative 
organize lions to membership in grain 
exchanges. Legality of act fully up­ 
held *by Supreme Court; fought for 
the law passed by congress prohib­ 
iting the interstate shipment of filled 
milk, thereby helping protect 
the 
dairy industry against adulterations 
of milk products with inferior vege­ 
table oil compounds; hel|ied to secure 
the passage of a law by 
congress 


limiting immigration to 3 pereent of 
the foreign born recorded iu the 1929 
census, thereby'barring hundreds of 
thousands 
of 
undesirable 
aliens; 
conducted farm labor supply survey 
throughout the states. 
Through a department of relations 
the Farm Bureau established 
and 
maintained the necessary points of 
contact between the national organi­ 
zation and state and county units in 
m atters of program» work, organiza­ 
tion, membership drives, 
collection 
and transm ittal of dues, and main­ 
tained proper relationship 
between 
the Farm Bureau and the government 
extension agents as well as between 
the Farm Bureau and the co-opera­ 
tives. It added Tennessee to the n a­ 
tional Farm Bureau Federation and 
through the department of relations 
helped to bring into the state organ­ 
izations many new 
counties 
aaid 
strengthened old counties. 
Through a research department the 
Farm Bureau issued regular reports 
on agricultural economic*, including 
agricultural and 
general 
business 
conditions, farm commodity' 
pyices 
other statistical data for the use of 
farm ers and farm ers’ organizations. 
Through a special home and com­ 
munity committee the Farm Bureau 
outlined a definite policy to guide the 
development of women’s work in the 
Farm Bureau which has resulted in 
the appointment of state chairmen 
of home and community work 
in 
eighteen states of the Union 
and 
started more effective co-operation 
of farm women in the states, coun­ 
ties and 
communities 
encouraged 
Boys’- and Girls’ Club Work through 
extension agchcies and by co-oper­ 
ating with the National Committee on 
Boys’ and Girls’ Club work. These 
pgencies have secured $900,000 in 
club prize for boys and girls to stim­

Miehikoff, the new variety of hard 
winter wheat developed by the P u r­ 
due Agricultural Experiment Station, 
was tested out-on eight farm s 
in 
Rush county 
this year and the v a­ 
riety was found to be well adapted 
to local conditions, especially in the 
black soils. 
On these test fields the yields were 
found to be from 20 to 35 bushels to 
the acre and tin* product \\ras all of 
excellent quality, testing 00 p o u n d s 
or better to the bushel. 
The wheat made 
such 
a 
good 
showing th at there was a consider­ 
able demand for the seed from other 
farm ers for sowing this fall. 
All 
farmers who tried it out this 
year 
sowed at least one field this fall and 
txvo of them sowed their entire crop 
to Miehikoff seed. 


According to records in the office 
thirty-nine farm ers sowed this var­ 
iety this fall and the total 
acreage 
sown will approximate 800 acres. 
All will be sowed to seed grown from 
certified seed which was furnished 
through the Farm Bureau to the eight 
farm ers who conducted test plots.

Farm Bureau Will Hold All Day Ses- 


sion at School Auditorium 


The annual meeting of the Hush 


County Farm Bureau will be held 
Tuesday, December 11, at the Gra- 
ham. Annex school building auditor- 
ium in Bushville. No definite program 
can.be announced at this time, be- 
cause notae has been prepared. 


It has beeh decided, however, that 


the anual meeting will be an all-day 
affair, beginning at ten o'clock in the 
morning, and <part of the time will be 
occupied with hearing the 'reports of 
the county officers, the county agent 
and committees. A report will also 
be made on the annual , membership 
campaign. The election of officers for 
the year will be a part of the regular 
order of business. 


I have been asked to write a few 


lines regarding the success or fail- 
ure, as the case might be, of the cam- 
paign for increased membership in 
the Farm Bureau as'a member of the 
•'Flying Squadron" who are carryin 
on that wo^rk. This work has been 
completed in the first arid second dis- 
tricts including sixteen counties of 
northern Indiana. There is a wide 
spread in types of farming in this 
part of Indiana and equally as many 
types of soil,-everything from sand 
dunes to muck in as much as a hun- 
dred rods, making the common inter- 
ests of farmers harder to accommo- 
date than in our own county. In these 
sixteen counties, the reports to date, 
which arc not complete;, show an»in- 
crease of approximately fifty per 
lent and with the teams getting bet- 
:er as the territory improves, it looks 
ike the membership will be doubled 
at least in Indiana this year. 


Why has this campaign been so 


successful! It is needless for.me to 
say it is not the wonderful ability of 
he solicitors. It is the results shown 
:rom Farm Bureau activities. These 
activities are divided as follows and 
)laced in my estimation according to 
heir importance. 


First, legislative, because on this 


most results hinged. We had to have 
egislative power before we could do 
Co-operative marketing and co-oper- 
.tive purchasing. 


Second, Co-operative . marketing. 


The most striking results of 
the 


Farm Burean in the counties covered: 
'is.*the-.eojpperafff c'ffiiarketiHg;«>f_on£ 
ions, "this yea^t%;iocai^nyers, 'fiini 
offered less than n dollar a Kundred 
for onions, but, by pooling their crop 
and instead of;shipping all of their 
onions to New York speculators as 
has boon the habit for years and 
years, the onion farmers placed all 
their crop in ihe hands of one sales- 
ma'n. He consigned the onions to sev-- 
enty two different markets in twenty 
different states 
eliminating many 


commissions and thousands of miles 
of transportation. He gave honest 
weights and made honest grades and 
that always calls for repeat orders. 
The result .was the least that any ear 
was sold for was two dollars and 
seventy five cents and from that to 
thrfc dollars and forty cents; while 
the most that I have .heard of any 
one getting outside the organization, 
is a dollar and a half. Yet the price 
of that product is very little, if any, 
higher to the 
consumer. 
They 


•bought they could do it and they did. 
They have simply learned to puil to- 
gether. 


Some of the shipping associations 


in nothern Indiana are older than the 
Farm Bureau. All of them are doing 
good business and paying the farmer 
all that his stock will bring. Some- 
times, we meet a man wb,o claims lie 
has been "stii',n<r" by his 
shipping 


association manager, as in one case 
a man said he was charged twenty 
cents for hay for hogs. He had told 
every one in the neighborhood about 
it-except the shipping manager. In- 
vestigation showed in itemizing his 
returns twenty cents charge for bed- 
ding 
fourteen 
hogs • accidentally 


placed on line above which was hay 
item. 


There is only one example of the 


thousands that ask no more extreme 
cases. If a fanner -saves a hundred 
dollars, or, as in one case in Pullas- 
ki Co, a farmer tried to sell a heavy 
calf.the most he was offered was fif- 
teen dollars, and he tried to sell it. 
The same day he shipped it through 
the shipping association and his net 
return was twenty four dollars and 
ninety cents. That same man told 
about a knot he found in some binder 
twine to all his neighbors and it was 
only mentioned to one about the calf. 
Watch co-operative marketing grow 
and boost it. We must sell before we, 
can buy, if, we sell well we do not 
object to paying well in return. Ke-t 
member success comes in cans and 
failure comes in cants. 


Third, comes taxation,. and 
of 


course you all know that this has 
been a hard-one. Space forbids me 
telling much here but if yon have not 
read it send for Bulletin "Stand by 


Your Farm Bureau" and read -the 
complete account of the 20 percent 
reduction that the state tax board 
made on farm values and at the same 
time refused a similar reduction to 
other interests because the 
Farm 


Burean proved its case raid the others 
could, not. This alone saved the far- 
mers of Indiana more than the total 
cost of the entire organization. 
, 


Next .comes the social and educa- 


tional program. In some localities this 
is the premier part of the local unit; 
it is-good but don't bring home the 
bacon. Where these parts art! jieslcc- 
ted the local unit is always weaker 
than, where some definite social and 
educational program is followed. It 
helps establish confidence 
between 


neighbors, then they begin to think' 
they amount to something and can 
do things for themselves and they do. 


Sixth, and last, comes Co-opera- 


tive purchasing. We are justified in 
this department and need it to pro- 
tect, our own interests as any organ- 
ization or corporation always has a 
purchasing department. This depart- 
ment is the widest'misunderstood find 
most abused from the inside as well 
as the outside of any department.

WHAT IS THE FARM BUREAU

^ . When we stop to think of the de 
pressed condition of agriculture to- 
day, I.do nb.t believe there is a/far- 
mer in the entire state or any one 
closely connected with farm people 
but who^ wonld -say we need some- 
thin.!; to .eprroct the present situatior 
and improve 'the general, condition 
of,the basis industry of pur nation 
s^., that the farmer, instead of leav- 
'n«* the country and going to the 
city 'by. the .thousands and hundreds 
of,. thousands to follow industrial 
occupations, not from 
choice but 


bpcansc. they can better support 
themselves and families with less 
labor and investment than has. been 
done '.on the farm for a few years. 


I. know there are many, articles 


no.w: going around the press stating 
the farmer's condition is more imag- 
inary than, otherwise; that we have 
fallen into a kind of grouch and put 
in too much time complaining when 
we: are not really, so bad off. In ot- 
her words, just believe we are not 
so bad and we won't be so bad. But 
hi - all; my;* travels, which have been 
rather extensive, I have found very 
few who are in sympathy with that 
idga, .^When a,;fariner| has met all 
his expenses for the year and has 
been as economical os possible in his 


efforts to maintain the standard oi 
living, he and'his' families are en- 
titled to, whether or not he has kepi 
an accurate account of his income 
and expenses; but goes to the ban! 
and finds his account is lower or hi; 
notes 'more numerous than the year 
before (and there are men just thai 
way), it is the height of folly 
undertake to prove' to that man that 
his condition is just a think so-pro- 
position.

So. assuming that-there is some- 


thing wrong with theVfann, in other 
words, agriculture is sick, let us ap- 
ply methods of our modern physj- 
eian—diagnose the ease, find where 
the trouble lies, then apply the rem- 
edy. 
Briefly, let us consider the 


cause of the disease. The farmer 
has been solely a producer. Yet we 
have not given enough• thought to 
maintaining the fertility of our. soil, 
to proper .cultivation, selection of 
seed, etc., to grow the maximum 
crop each season. -Often w"e have 
not used onr best judgment in these 
matters, but 'permitted ourselves to 
je influenced by things that were 
not to onr best interest. Then a-, 
gain, too.many of .us have followed 
along the old lines and have not. 
grown the crops to which our soil 
was best adapted, or those which the 
market demanded, nor have we given

this part of pur disease is, first eco- 
nomical production. ,1' think it "was 
Benjamin Franklin who first said, 
'A penny s-ayed is a penny earned" 
so we' .know if we produce an article 
10 ce'nts or more cheaper it. is -prac- 
tically the same as if we sell it for 
ten cents more. Then,' quality pro- 
duction. 
Every one knows if • 


have an attractive, first class pro- 
duet it is more readily sold, at 
much better price, than are the in- 
ferior articles. This is jrtst -as true 
of farm: prodn-jts as of any other 
line of goods. This part of onr work 
we may improve"sonic as individuals, 
but can succeed a great deal better 
through organziation, gaining the 
experience of each other. 
Co-oper- 


ating with the County Agent and ot- 
her agencies which wfr are paying 
losing if we do not avail ourselves 
of the opportunity presented through 
organization. Another cause of onr 
disease, I would say, lies, in market- 
ing. There is not'an industrial con- 
cern of any inportanee in the conn- 
try that would have existed any 
length of time if it had followed the 
same expensive methods of market- 
ing that the farmer has. 


The farmer !has never considered 


marketing as1 any part of his work, 
but has beeh' satisfied to let the 
other fellow have- entire control oJ 
the markets for the products which 
he was growing until there is ,no 
question biit that we are maintain- 
ing the most expensive method? od 
marketing farm products it is pos- 
sible to concieve.

It helped .obtain a cut of $1,000,000 
in the farmer's freight bill through 
favorable ruling from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on mixetf«ars 
of livestock—a fight wagged since 
1920. Saving averages $3 to $5 a ear 
for the farmer. It participated in the 
reduction of the minimum weight on 
hogs in single deck cars from 17,000 
to 16,000 pounds in ten principal 
shipping states and also helped to 
obtain the establishment of a 16,000 
pound car minimum on hogs through- 
out the southeastern states.

The American Farm Bureau Fed-

months of its operation has begun

HOGS SOY BEANS 


Reports Indicate Satisfactory Gains 


Are Being Hade as Have Been 


Obtained From Tankage 


PRODUCTION COST LOWER 


Mineral Mixture Used in Connection 


With Beans Was One Developed 


by Purdue Station 


Thirty-six Rush county fanners 


fed soy beans in place of tankage 5n 
their w;nter hog feeding this, yea; 
and reports from these farms indi- 
cate that just as satisfactory gains 
arc being made on soy beans 
anc* 


mineral mixture as have been ob- 
tained with tankage and the cost of 
production has been lower. The min- 
eral mixture used in connection with 
the beans was the one developed by 
the Purdue Agricultural Experiment 
station, consisting of 10 part wocj 
ashes, or ground limestone, 10 parts 
16% acid phosphate and 1 part 
of common salt. 


On these farms as high as $2.60 


per bushel was realized for the beans 
fed, after allowing market price for 
the other feeds consumed; or charg- 
ing tiie be.iins at their market value 
from 85e to $1.10 was realized from, 
the corn fed. 
! 


Only one demonstration on feed- 


ing shelled corn and tankage by the 
self-feeder method was conducted, 
a.nd this on one of Hie farms that 
conducted 
similar demonstrations 


last year. The 39 hogs fed in the 
test made an average daily gain of 
1.9 pounds per day over the 60 day 
feeding period and returned -*1.05 
per bushel for the corn after allow- 
ing actual cost for tankage. These 
results are much iriiovc. the average 
in winter feeding, due in large meas- 
ure to the fact that the hogs were 
fed inside and had free access to 
warm drinking water at all times.

up in an economic team where' the 
other fellows are all organized. Or- 
ganization 
means an advantage. 


What could a team of five indivi- 


iuals do against- a welf-organized 
earn in a basketball game? So much j 
if our economic activities remind 
me of .1 tug-of-war where the min- 
;rs, railroad employes, carpenters, 
uasons, 
Chambers of 
Commence, 


>tc., etc.; all have their feet set 
'irmly in the earth'and their hands 
gripping tightly the rope, ready for 
'i hard pull and a. long pull together 
'or the results they want. 
On the 


jther -end of the rope the farmers 
jump in and pull like sin when they 
want to and as long as they wish. 
Then they wonder why the other 
icllow has the advantage. 


The farmer has to learn that he 


must pull with the other farmers, 
not only when he wants to, but when 
the crowd wants to, and he must 
oiill as hard as the group pulls if 
the farmers' cause is to prevail. This 
means organization, and organiza- 
tion means leaders and followers, 
and to have leaders and followers 
means all must have faith in each 
other. 
Let's join the Federation 


•ind be leaders if possible: if not 
leaders then excellent followers, and 
we shall win. 


In the second place the farmers 


should join together in an effort to 
?olve some of the biggest and most 
oerplexing problems. When a good 
business man finds that he is not 
making ends meet he tries ^o con- 
duct his business jnore economically. 
The farmer has cut to the bone, but 
there may be ways that he ean still 
save on bis operating expenses. This 
he owes to humanity and this he 
has done well. But this is not the 
biggest problem. 


The farmers not only ought to 


have a margin of profit on his labor 
and investment but he must have it 
if our economic structure is to have 
a dependable permanency. 
This he 


will never have with his present met- 
hod, of producing enormous crops 
and.then throwing his profits out on 
the world with no thought of the 
cost of their future distribution. He 
must go nearer the ultimate con- 
sumer and he must learn to do busi- 
ness in the way the world is used to 
doing business. 
This means the 


closest co-operation of many far- 
mers' for when he begins to pull 
against the army of jobbers and 
transportation employes he will find 
his single tree jerked suddenly back 
against the wheel if" every fellow is 
not pulling and pulling solidly to- 
gether. 


That <54 cents out of every far- 


mer's dollar should go for distribu- 
tion is a crime, and it matters not 
i^rjr-hard'.-'-a- farmer 'and .-his family 
abor, and save, they' can not in 
reason carry this enormous distribn- 
:ion load. 


Nor does this measure the entire 


load to be carried.

There are many things that might 


be said about farm co-operation, or 
organization, 
which is the 
same 


thing. One big problem lies.in our 
local condition, under which we are 
growing our boys and girls to man 
and womanhood; and in which the 
greater -part of our public money is 
expended.. We want better schools, 
roads and rural (Conditions in gen- 
eral. We believe in many cases this 
can and has 'been done with no 
greater aid in . some eases even less 
expense, through' the efforts of Farm 
Bureau, co-operating with our pub- 
lic officers to the mutual good of all. 
Many cases oonld •• be cited where 
through Farm Bureau co-operation 
actual savings have been made, the 
amount, of which has been much 
greater than the total amounts paid 
in dues by all .Farm Bureau mem- 
bers.

large land owners in particular and 
wool and mutton production. 


Chief among tlic factors encour- 


aging wool production has been the 
wool marketing work "of the Farm 
Bureau. This work has covered a 


•period -.of years in which'ihe price 
of wool, has varied more than in anj 
like periocl in the history of our state 
with ;the exception of the Civil War 
period. 


The Farin Bureau began warket- 


ing wool when'it was high ^nd when 
it was handled ,on an unnecessarily 
wide margin. Following the depres- 
sion, when, at times, no market- exist- 
ed^ for wool, it has today become the 
highest priced product of-the Ind- 
iana farm. 
, 


The Indian;! Farm- Bureau has of-. 


ferd a statewide plan for market- 
ing woo! direct from the farm to the 
mill with one handling for grading 
and assembling in quantities'- suited 
to bill demands. -.This has been, 
done at actual cost to the grower, 
which has been low and the average 
price secured has been -from two to 
five t?ents above "average price paid 
by home buyers with the possible ex- 
ception of in 1920, when prices early 
were much higher than during most- 
of the wool marketing season. 


Wool offers many advantages for. 


orderly marketing over some farm 
products. 
AYool is npn-perishable, 


easily stored and goes to market 


but once a-year. Wool has ahrsjw 
been marketed on the open market 
so that no special legislation was 
necessary before it could move direct 
from 
producer 
-to 
manufacturer. 


From 1020 and including the 400,- 
000 pounds of Indiana Wool no* nH 
Columbus, cfcio, warehouse, .this 
state has directly marketed more 
than two million pounds.

manyfold and is today the leading 
ac-tor ill .American political life. It 


has been the means of placing the 
farmers problem before the public 
and as a result it has "s9ld" agricul- 
ture to the nation more effectively 
thrfn ever before. This wa's not done 
for the purpose of arousing sympa- 
thy, but rather to inform the public 
of actual conditions. 


Naturally, our progress has not 


been a path of roses, some mistakes 
have been made, but for the greater 
part they have been overcome suc- 
cessfully. It is not the opposition 
from those outside that injures -and 
impedes progress, but rather dissen- 
sion within an organization's own 
ranks which is harmful. It is becom- 
ing more evident each day that we 
need a return of the true brother- 
hood of man, so that we can work 
harmoniously in the upbuilding of a 
better and more prosperous agricul- 
ture.

During the last few years we have 


witnessed some great 
accomplish- 


ments by the Farm Bureau, in the 
advancement of the social, education- 
al, and economic phases of farm life. 
Probably the greatest piece of work 
is the formation and successful oper- 
ation of co-operative associations. 
Whether- it has been a Producers' 
live stock agency or a' produce sta- 
tion buying cream and poultry" pro- 
ducts, in practically every case it has 
met with unqualified success, to such 
a degree that the farmers 'are jseeing 
the results of true co-operation. 


The Farm Bureau contends 
that 


the farmer has a right to follow his 
product through his co-operative as- 
sociations just as far down the mar- 
keting and distributing •channels as 


will meet. his 
best inerests. We 


should hav^ the greatest amount of 
latitude in the exercise of this right 
and should have no organized barrier 
or unfair practice flirow-n in the way. 
What the farmer demands is service 
•at a fair and equitable cost. The 
Farm Bureau is a service organiza- 
tion and the 
co-operative 
selling 


agencies have 
succeeded 
because 


they haye rendered adequate service 
at a minimum cost, thereby making a 
decided saving to the producer so 
situated that he can patronize one of 
these agencies. 


We can only view any organized 


opposition or propaganda 
against 


co-operative selling as an admission 
that co-operation 
is fundamentally 


sound and promises success. 


It has never been the thought that 


the farmer-«ontrolled agencies should 
entirely displace the existing .ma- 
chinery. Bather, there should be'the 
keenest competition between the two 
different types of selling agencies', 
in order that the .producer may have 
the best market facilities, and in 
time influence market conditions. We 
shall continue to stand on our rights 
to sell 
co-operatively, pro-rating 


back to the producer the profits of 
the business, but 'as an organiza- 
tio|n we should always meet 
our 


competitors with a spirit of fairness 
and expect like treatment in return. 


Some local units of the 
Farm 


Bureau have done some very efficient 
purchasing of farm supplies in'large 
quantities. Twine, 
fertilizer*, coal, 


fencing, feed ,and lubricating 
oils 


have been purchased at a substantial 
saving. A year ago spine of the lead- 


ing oil companies refused to submii 
bids to the Farm Bureau, but today 
they are anxious to do so. As a resnl; 
some farmers are obtaining the bee 
brands of oil for slightly more than 
fifty cents a gallon. While the farm- 
ers have an undeniable right to prac- 
tice collective buying, str.ictly - bus- 
iness methods must be used or it wil 
•cause untold trouble. The 
farmer 


must realize that he has more im- 
portant problems to solve than the 
buying of a few supplies.. 


'Much good work has been done in 


the past, but a great deal more re- 
mains for the future. Marketing, tax- 
ation, social and educational ad- 
vancement are only a few of our big 
problems. 


We have not all the same •concep- 


tion of the future achievements of 
the Farm Bureau, but it is evident the 
Farm Bureau is on the right tr#ck 
and is the one farmer's organization 
that promises to give results in more 
than a local way. 
r

MIOHKOFF WHEAT WAS 


TESTED ON 8 FARMS 


New Variety of Hard Winter Wheat 


Found to be Well Adapted to " 


Local Conditions 


OBTAINED 35 BU. YIELDS 


Michikoff, the new variety of hard 


winter wheat developed by the Pur- 
due Agricultural Experiment Station, 
was tested out-on eight farms 
in 


Rush county this year and the' va- 
riety was found to be well adapted 
to local conditions, especially in -the 
black soils. 


On these test fields the yields were 


found to be from 20 to 35 bushels to 
the acre and the product was all of 
excellent quality, testing 60 pounds 
or better to the bushel. 


The wheat made such 
a good 


showing that there was a consider- 
able demand for the seed from other 
farmers -for sowing, this fall. 
All 


farmers who tried it out*this year 
sowed at least one field this fall and 
two of them sowed their entire crop 
to Michikoff seed. 


According to records in the 
office 


thirty-nine farmers sowed this var- 
iety this fall and the total acreage 
sown will approximate 800 acres. 
All will be sowed to seed grown from 
certified seed which was furnished 
h rough the Farm Bureau to the eight 
'aimers who conducted test plots. •

Pound That Wheat on Say Bean 
Stubble Ground Out Yielded'Wheat 


On Corn Ground 3 Bushels 


LABOR SAVING DEVICE; ALSO 


Most Cases No Special Preparation 
of Seed Bed Was Given, Wheat 


Being Sown Directly

^ho' grew soy -beans last year fol- 
lowed 
recommendation of Purdue 


and the - eonnty agent and sowed 
wheat following the soy bean crop. 
These fields were watched and care- 
fully checked for results. 'It' was 
found that wheat on soy bean stub- 
hie ground out-yielded wheat on corn 
ground three bushels to the acre on 
the average, one farmer .reporting 
an increase of 4.9 bushels jon meas- 
ured ground. • 


.These fields demonstrated that 


wheat follows soy beans to good ad- 
vantage in the rotation, not only, in 
respect to yield but-also as a means 
of saving labor. 
In most .cases no 


special preparation of seed bed was 
given, the wheat being sowed direct- 
ly in the bean stubble 'with, a large 
drill. Where any preparation at all 
was given it consisted of a single 
discing ahead of the drill.
